Report of the Ohio Home Mis- 
si an Board. 

At the call of Bro. Homan, Chairman 
ot the Home Mission Board, tbe Board 
met at Bro. D. J. Millers', on Saturday 
evening, July 18, l&s?, with brethren 
I Ionian , Miller and K 11 heftier, member* 
of tbe Board present. The meeting 
was opened with prayer by Bro. Ktefer, 
after which letters were read from 
brethren Colsr and Ilazen, the absent 
members of the Board, giving words of 
advice and encouragement in the Mis- 
sion work. 

The Secretary then made a financial 
report which was quite encouraging. 
$174.28 have been received up to the 
present time, from 12 of the 20 odd plac- 
es where we have solicitors appointed.

Uur prospects 
for doing good are certainly very en- 
couraging, hut by itself, Hie Board la 
powerless to do anything in the mission 
Held. Those self-sac rifle log ones who 
have so nobly responded, have the 
heart -felt thanks of the Board for what 
you have done, and n >■ trust you will 
still continue the good work. 

The Board requests every Brethren 
preacher in Ohio to lend a helping huud 
to the Mission cause, by preaching at 
least one mission sermon a year to his 
congregation, or congregations, and 
upon that occasion, take up a public 
collection for the II .

ing of the situation, so the Board may 
be able to act intelligently In the case. 

A call was before the Board from 
Zimmerman, Green county, Ohio, for 
aid from the Mission Board. Upon 
consideration. It was decided to grant 
them $26.00, and place It in tbe hands 
of Bro. P. J. Brown, by him to be ex- 
pended in Mission work in preaching 
the gospel at that point. 

Upon further consideration it waa 
decided to grant to Bro. Mason $60. to 
for Mission work in preaching tbe gos- 
pel in the Miami Valley. 

It was decided by tbe Board that 
every minister to whom we give mis- 
sion money, and whom we send out 
Into the mission field to preach the 
gospel, shall give to the Boarda correct 
report of wbere the preaching was 
done, how many sermons were preach- 
ed, and tbe success attained by tbe ef- 
fort put forth, as it will be a pait of 
tbe Board's report at the next annual 
convention. 

Tbe Board took into consideration 
the action of the last 8.6. Convention 
in regard to paying tbe traveling ex- 
penses of the secretary in aliening tbe 
annual conventions where he is re- 
quired to make the annual reports of 
the Board, and also the paying of tbe 
pottage and stationary necessary for 
the use of the Board. The Board de- 
cided to stand by the decision of tbe 
convention, and believe the decision 
was perfectly just and right.
